On a former occasion we called attention to the decisions, 
hundreds 


of decisions, in all states, in which the courts have affirmed that a public 


service corporation such as the La Crosse Gas & Electric company, must 


furnish its product to all comers without discrimination. 


Another case, most directly in point, is that of “Shepard vs The M il­ 


waukee Gas Light company. This case was brought to the attention of 


The Tribune through a client of Atty. E. C. Higbee, after consultation on 


the question It is particularly applicable because it discusses a contract 


such as that now being submitted as a bluff by the La Crosse Gas & E lec­ 


tric company. The court in that case says: 


"The company had a right to require that a person desiring to be 


supplied with gas sign a written application stating the number of burn­ 


ers, etc.; but where the application they desire him to sign is so connected 


with certain illegal rules that he cannot sign the former without being 


bound by the latter, he is not obliged to sign..................The company can­ 


not decline to furnish the gas. 
(T he same rule applying to heat or 


any 
other product of any public service corporation). . . . The plaintiff 


should have such damages as would compensate him for his pecuniary loss, 


and also for the inconvenience and annoyance experienced by him.” 


The law is emphatic, well defined and without exception
